Mr. Jobnstone bad not been long a 
resident of this vicinity when he directed 
his attention to the methods of property 
assessments for taxes In vogue here at 
the time and pointed ont some existing 
Inconsistencies In the assessments and 
made some remedial suggestions. His 
practical knowledge of the subject of 
assessments doubtless led to his eelec- 
ttew as Assessoc of taxes for the borough 
of Glen Bldge wbeo that municipality 
was created In 1896. The promotion of 
Aha common welfare as against the 
gratification of personal ambition has 
wear been characteristic of Mr. John- 
•toss's publto career, and the side with 
which he has been Identified In all ques¬ 
tions, whether of municipal government, 
or schools, or church, has been that on 
which have been arrayed those who 
are governed by the highest sentiments 
of right and justice. Even as an ardent 
advocate of the creation of the borough 
of Glen Ridge the righteousness of Mr. 
Johnstone’s motives and opinions can 
not be called Into question and It would 
savor of narrowness and prejudice for 
any Republican In the town to withhold 
his support or withdraw bis Influence 
In promoting Mr. Johnstone's election 
•Imply because he was an advocate of 
borough government for Glen Ridge. 
That waa a purely local Issue and should 
•ot be dragged Into Bute affairs.

The new primary law. If It Is con¬ 
tinued In force, affords the Democrat* 
of this town a favorable opportunity to 
organise the local Democracy aad place 
It la a position to be a factor la local 
government. * notwiths t anding, the 
primary law mad* It a crime 
punishable with Imprisonment for the 
members of one pollUoal party to vote 
In the primary of another pollUoal 
party, the provisions of tbs law were 
openly disregarded by Democrats In all 
tbs election district* In which thare 
waa Repuhlloan contests. 

On* reason for this wholesale de¬ 
moralisation of the local Democracy I* 
the lack ot organlxaUon, and the way 
to compel the party to organise Is for 
some of the local Democrats to threaten 
the mernbsrs of their party with an 
enforcement of the primary law to Its 
full extant, eveo to the punishment of 
those who give tbelr votes to either 
side In a Republican factional fight. 
The probability Is that ths primary 
law will hasten ths general abolishment 
of all spring elections throughout this 
Btate. and such a result will force the 
local Democracy to organise and prob. 
ably result In a healthy opposition In 
local polltlos. 

The Democrat* of Bloomfield should 
profit by the example set by that 
zealous Deaiocrat Edward Hart of 
East Orange. Everybody who knows 
anything about pollUcs at all. knows 
that the city of East Orange has for 
years presented a most discouraging 
outlook for the Democracy, but Mr 
Hart kept up an organization even 
under the most discouraging circum¬ 
stances, with the result that the East 
Orange Democracy, although it has 
never given a majority tor any oouuty 
or Btate candidate, 1* nevertheless an 
Important factor In county politics, and 
Mr. Hart Is able to distribute reward* 
to the faithful whenever anything In 
the shape of patronage falls In the way 
of the county Democracy. Mr. Hart 
never permits the Influence of the 
Democratic organization In East Orange 
to be handed over free of charge to any 
citizens or Independent or Republican 
factional movements. An equivalent 
Is always stipulated for by Mr. Hart 
In the way of s proportionate share of 
the spoils of victory to be divided 
among the faithful. 

if Mr. Hart* policy was followed 
here by some of the leading local 
Democrats It would put a stop to mem¬ 
bers of that party placing themselves 
In danger of going to jail for voting in 
Republican primaries. 


I 1st ■BBS'S t'Dwa 

In s careful review of the operation of 
the new primary election law tbs leaders 
of the Republican party, ths lawyer* and 
rractical politicians do not find so much 
that is objectionable in lbs set- It is 
ceded, even by the most earnest 
friends of the measure, that the act 
should be amended in certain re sp e cts, 
to overcome the various incompatibilities 
which have manifested themselves in the 
working of the sew law. County Coun¬ 
sel Joseph L. Munn, who was a member 
of the State commission that framed the 
act, asserts that many of the apparent 
discrepancies in the law are due to the 
changes wrought by tbe Legislature 
while the act was before that body. 

Tbe County Counsel calls attention to 
the fact that the ballot reform act, 
under which the elections are conducted 
throughout the State' reached its present 
satisfactory condition largely through 
being amended in accordance with the 
developments brought about by expert 
ence. He believes that the new act will 
be amended so as to overcome tbe 
difficulties shown in the recent primar¬ 
ies and that the law will be acceptable 
to all the people when it has reached 
the final stage. 

Former Judge Wilbur A. Mott, who 


whb probably knows more about it than 
any other man in the State, aside from 
the members of tbe commission, also 
believes that the law will remain on the 
statute books with such amendments as 
may he suggested by experience with its 
operation. 

Iscrfasr* Halsrira 
At the sessions of tbe New Jersey 
8tate Firemen's Relief Association bald 
on the steal pier at Atlantic City Thurs¬ 
day, there waa a lively time over the 
ffxlng of the salary of the counsel of the 
association, W. A. Cotter.

Thursday tbat tbs official ballot* for 
tbs coming constitutional amendment 
election were not uniform In else, Bee- 
retary of State, Samuel D. Dickinson, 
ordered tbe county clerks of New Jer¬ 
sey to return to ble office tbe ballots, 
and tbe official printer Is hurrying tbe 
corrected ballots. 

An agent of the Democratic party 
who Is very anxloue to defeat the 
udlclary amendment ordered 100,000 
ballots, which bs intended to prepare 
negatively.
